ETHER SSUES CAL 
TO SAVE CONSTTUTO 


Charges New Deal With 
Subversive Attacks. 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—) 
Directly charging the “New Deal 
seeks to pervert or subvert the con- 
stitution,” Chairman Henry P. Fletch- 
er, of the republican national commit- 
tee, tonight invited citizens of alJ po- 
litical faiths to help “meet this chal- 
lenge.” 

Fletcher's assertion—apparently an 
opening gun in the O. P. 1936 
campaign—listed the New Deal rs. 
the constitution as a major issue. ‘lhe 
forthcoming presidential race, he said, 
would “transcend mere party lines.” 

Without once mentioning the demo- 
cratic party in a 15-minute radio ad- 
dress lashing out at President Roose- 
velt and the New Deal, Fletcher de- 


‘clared; : 


“The republican party welcomes the 
aid and support of every patriotic 
man and woman in this struggle to 
preserve our form of government and 
our free institutions,” 

Following close upon the recent in- 
crease in republican activities, includ- 
ing the round of conferences at the 
Palo Alto home of former Ptesident 
Herbert Hoover. Fletcher's address 
took an added political significance. 
He remarked to newspapermen before 
he spoke that the committee recently 
had enlarged its headquarters and en- 
gaged a “radio man.” He added that 
other speeches would follow, their 
number depending upon finances. 

Meanwhile, Emil Hurja, an assist- 
ant to Postmaster-General Farley as 
chairman of the democratic national 
committee, characterized as ‘just plain 
bunk” published reports that New 
deal leaders at a recent méeting had 
decided to try to defeat Senator Bo- 
rah, republican, Idaho. 

“There was no such meeting and no 
such statement mace,” he said. 

At Salt Lake City. Farley also 
said he knew of no such meeting, but 
called the demoeratic party “justified 
in doing everything it can to defeat 
Borah,” and expressed the belief that’ 
C. Ben Ross, Idaho's democratie gov- 
ernor, has a good chance to do it. 

In his - address tonight, Fletcher 
charged the “Roosevelt experiments” 
are failing not only to produce results 
but to “meet the acid test of consti- 
tutionality.” He added the adminis- 
tration in “looking for a scapegoat, 
thinks it has found it in the constitu- 


tion.” 

“So what?’ he continued. “The 
constitutional barriers to ‘planned 
economy’ are to be removed. Whys? 
Because they stand in the way of a 
centralized, socialistic state, governed 
without restraint or limit, by a Presi- 
dént and a subservient congress.” 

If constitutional safeguards are re- 
moved, Fletcher declared, all subse- 
quent congresses will be subservient 
“because no congress, however able, 
independent and self-respecting, could 
legislate for the daily needs and con- 
trol the lives of our widespread citi- 
zenry.” 

He recalled President Roosevelt de- 
scribed the constitution as “resilient” 
a@ year ago, but “now that it is shown 
that it cannot be stretched to cover 
the socialistic policies of the New 
Deal, the issue omes clear.” 

“Fither the eonstitution must give 
way to the New Deal or the New Deal 
must give way to the constitution,” 
he said.

KILLED TO SAVE PINES 


At 29 camps in the southern Ap- 
palachian regions, 410 Civilian Con- 
servation Corps boys are fizhting the 
white pine blister rust, a deadly plant 
disease which has been attacking 
American forests for several years. 

The fourth corps area headquar- 
ters announced here yesterday that 
10,000 CCC's in 21 states are fight- 
ing the disease under the supervision 
of the Department of Agriculture's 
Bureau o* Entomology and Plant 
Quarantine. 

The disease does not spread direct- 
ly from tree to tree, but passes from 
one pine to another through currant 
or gooseberry bushes. Consequently, 
it is combated by destroying the 
bushes in the neighberhood of pine 
stands. About — 75,000,000 of the 
bushes are expected to be destroye 
this year.

MOSCOW, July 29.—(UP—Earl 
Browder, secretary of the American 
communist party, today boasted 
fore the seventh World Congress of 
the Comintern (Third International) 
that American reds are responsible 
for most strikes in the United States. 


“We are penetrating even the 
framework of the old parties (demo- 
cratic and repnblican),” Browder 
said. “During the last six months 
the party has been endeavoring to or- 
ganize a great workers’ party in the 
United States. It is drawing in new 
elements and increasing its influence 
among the masses. It is bringing on 
dissension among the socialists and 
a Federation of Labor mem- 
ers. 


“The communist party is reaching 
not only proletarians but also the 
intelligentsia, farmers and the pro- 
fessional classes. Among our recent 
accomplishments was our great influ- 
ence in the San Francisco general 
strike. We sponsored the unemploy- 
ment insurance bill. We obtained 
wide support for it despite opposi- 
tion of the A.-F. of L. and socialists.” 

Growth of the American commu- 
nist party was hailed by Wilhelm 
Ie leader of German reds, who 
Said: 

Browder estimated «American com- 
munists at 30,000. Five hundred 
“cells” in American factories have 
4.000 members—one-third of all em- 
ploved communists.

| WASHINGTON, July 29.—(UP)

REVENUE DEPUTIES 
SET HIGH RECORD 


Georgia Ranked Near Top 
Among States on Collec- 


tions for Uncle Sam. 


Georgia’s deputy collectors of inter- 
nal revenue have made a record dur- 
ing the past year which places them 
in the front rank of collectors in the 
nations 64 districts, 

Collector of Internal Revenue W. 
E. Page reported yesterday that rec- 
ords for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1935, showed that his 28 deputies 
had: 


Collected more processing and floor 
taxes than had collectors of any other 
district. 

Taken 12th place in the country in 
total amount of internal revenue col- 
lected. 

Placed 10th and 24th, respectively, 
in the nation for total 
income taxes and miscellaneous taxes 
(stamps, narcotics, liquor, etc.) collect- 
el and reported for assessment. 

In each of these branches the Geor- 
gia deputies made the best record in 
the Raleigh region, composed of the 
states of Florida, Georgia, South Car- 
olina, North Carolina, and Virginia. 
Each of these states comprises oniy 
one district, but some states have two 
or more districts, 

Page expressed, special gratification 
over his department's record in aver- 
age monthly collections per agent;

Crime School. 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—(4)—A 
plea for closer federai-state co-opera- 
tion in combating “a vast army : of 
criminals loose in America,” today 
keynoted the opening of the Justice 
Department’s new anti-crime school. 

Cummings hit at members of the 
criminal horde “who roam from state 
to state, imperiling life and liberty 
and degrading the sancitity of human 
life.”

FOR TOBACCO SALE 


Growers Are Expecting Sat- 
isfactory Prices as Mar- 
kets Open Thursday. 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 


The auctioneer’s chant will echo in 
15 Georgia cities Thursday as the 
state’s tobacco market opens for the 
1935 season. 

In each of the cities from one to 
four warehouses will open for the 
sales. Growers already have begun 
bringing their bright leaf tobacco to 
the: houses and buyers representing 
American and foreign manufacturers 
have started gathering for the auc 
tions. 

Last year 35,623.474 pounds of to- 
bacco were sold in Georgia for $6,299.- 
761, an average of 18.73 cents a 
pound. The United States Department 
of Agriculture and the Georgia State 
College of Agriculture have estimated 
the 19335 crop at 55,880,000 pounds. 

W. L. Stone, director of the State 
Bureau of Markets, forecast better 
prices. Despite rains which inflicted 
some damage, the condition of the crop 
on July 1 was reported at 69 per cent 
of normal as against 47 per cent last 
year. 

Losses caused by inclement weath- 
er are expected to be more than over- 
come by better prices and larger 
acreage, 

Three of the tobacco markets—Tif- 
ton, Moultrie and Valdosta—will re- 
sume their fight over leadership of 
the Georgia field. Tifton, the leader 
for several years, last year had total 
sales of 5.511.706 pounds. Moultrie 
and Valdosta followed with 4.834,03 
and 4,712,378 pounds, respectively.

BAINBRIDGE MAKES 
LIGHT PLANT OFFER 


City Proposes to Buy Elec- 
tical System From 


Power Firm. 


BAINBRIDGE, Ga., July 29.—(#) 
A proposal for the purchase by the 
city of Bainbridge of the electrical 
distribution system here has _ been 
made to the Georgia Power & Light 
Company, Major John E. Drake said 
today. 

“We feel that we could make $30,- 
000 to $40,000 a year operating the 
distribution: system here, at present 
rates fixed by the Georgia Public 
Service Commission,”: the mayor said. 

“The city has offered $58,500 for 
the system. We have held several 
conferences with officials of the com- 
pany and they asked us to make a 
proposition. We did. 

“The matter is now before the Pow- 
er and Light Company. I under- 
stand it is to be presented at a meet- 
ing of directors of the company some 
time shortly. 

“Bainbridge. now owns its own wa- 
ter system, and we would like to own 
our own power distribution system. 
Even if it meant no reduction in tax- 
es, we feel it would enable us to fur- 
ther reduce our taxes, which are al- 
ready reasonable. 

“We proposed to buy power at 
wholesale from the company at 1 cent 
a kilowatt. hour. The city now pays 
21-2 cents per kwh for power for 
street lighting and pumping, but I 
understand other cities of the state, 
some of them smaller than Bain- 
bridge, get power for 1 cent per kwh. 

“If the city is unable to buy th2 
system from the company, we sre 
considering plans for building our own 
distribution system, and also a gener- 
ating plant.”

When we hear someone speak of 
pyramids, our thoughts are almost 
sure to travel to Egypt; but pyramids 
exist in Mexico and Central America 
as well. They were built by Indians, 
of the Mayan, Toltec and Aztec 
tribes. They are not so large as 
some Egyptian pyramids, and are not 
of just the same shape; but they are 
very interesting. At the top of each

This proves that 
the Indians gave much thought to 
religiog. 

A temple at Rio Bee, “in the heart 
of Yucatan,” contains six rooms.

Part in Making a Quilt

“This block has a good Biblical 
name. It is called David and Go- 
liath. At least that is what Mrs. 
©. A. Bowman from Canton, Ohio, 
called it. I think she said the pat- 
tern has been in her family for a 
long, long time. I have tried to fig- 
ure why it has that name. It may 
be because the dark blocks in the 
center represent stones in the sling 
shot which winged their way to the 
giant Goliath. At any rate, you may 
let your fancy play with it as you de- 
sire. 

The direction leaflet which may be 
procured by following the directions 
given at the end of this column today 
gives the pieces in their actual size. 
No seams have been allowed. That 


Be sure that you choose fast color 
a fairly dark plain color and then two 
prints, one rather light and the other 
darker carrying out the main color 
materials. As designed there is white, 
of the plain piece. 


Be sure that the pattern in the 
prints is a small allover one. 

When too much white is shown in 
the background there is difficulty in 
distinguishing the actual shape of the 
ee For that reason the colored 
ackground or the one of white al- 
most completely covered with pattern 
is desirable.

Gauging Freaks. 


It is difficult to recommend “cor- 
rect” bidding on a freak hand. Thou- 
sands of people writ. me to ask how 
I would bid some hard containing 
crazy distribution and a profusion of 
void suits and singletons. [I must 
answer quite frankly that I do not 
know. It would depend entirely upon 
the other players in the game, for one 
method may be good against weak 
players and another method against 
strong players. 

Today's hand occurred in a pair 
tournament of the American Whist 
League. It was bid by about 40 ex- 
pert players and at scarcely any two 
tables was the wry exactly alike. 
Some experts passed where others bid; 
some reached a grand slam, while one 
pair stopped at five clubs. The bid- 
ding which I liked best was that giv- 
én below:
